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One man dead as

It capsized about three 
kilometres from shore. 

The RCMP detachment 
in Inverness received a 
911 call at 7 a.m. and oth¬ 
er boats in the area were 
dispatched to the scene. 

One man was taken to 
hospital in Inverness, 
where he was pronounced 
dead. 

The other three were 
taken to hospital in Cheti¬ 
camp, where one remains 
in stable condition.

exposed A 60-year-old man 
is facing charges after po¬ 
lice say a man exposed 
himself to a younger man 
who was walking near 
Citadel High School. 

Halifax Regional Police 
say a man approached the 
20-year-old victim — who

decent act yesterday at 


4:10 a.m. on the Halifax 
Common near the high 
school. 

“He exposed himself,” 
Staff Sgt. Barb Saunders 
said of what the indecent 
act was. “The victim then 
left and called police 
while he was still walk¬ 
ing.” 

Officers then arrived on 
the scene and located the 


suspect near where the al¬ 
leged incident took place, 
Saunders said. She added 
the victim helped officers 
identify the suspect and 
the 60-year-old was arrest¬ 
ed without incident. 

The man will appear in 
Halifax provincial court at 
a later date.

Centre of 
debate 

Reports raise convention questions

Four previously secret 
studies on whether to 
build a new convention 
centre for downtown Hali¬ 
fax have been made pub¬ 
lic, but the debate is far 
from over. 

The government re¬ 
leased 218 pages of trade 
centre documents Friday 
morning. Generally the re¬ 
ports push for construction 
of a new centre. 

A Gardner Pinfold 
report says the cur¬ 
rent centre is no 
longer serving the 
needs of customers 
and its physical limi¬ 
tations are stifling 
economic impact. A 
new centre, it says, 
would produce an Bill Estabrooks 
extra $300 million 
plus in economic impact 
over a decade, with tens of 
millions more in tax rev¬ 
enue. 

Other reports say Halifax 
has missed out on dozens 
of conventions and could 
attract as many as 20 more 
per year with a new centre. 

However, convention 
centre opponents have 
raised serious doubts about 
the validity of the reports. 

The Coalition to Save the 
View said there were seri¬ 
ous omissions in research. 

One study by Criterion 
Communications warns it 
did no primaiy research 
and its conclusions “should 
not be relied on for any de¬ 


tailed business or financial 
assessments.” However, it 
is repeatedly cited in an¬ 
other report by Deloitte. 

“Current research indi¬ 
cates that the convention 
centre industry in North 
America is in decline,” 
reads a coalition press re¬ 
lease. “Yet the report ap¬ 
pears to have relied on the 
optimistic projections of 
Trade Centre Limited staff.” 

Trade Centre Limited 
president Scott Ferguson 
said he was pleased with 
the conclusion of the re¬ 
ports but said 
there’s still much re¬ 
search to be done 
before the July 19 
deadline on 

whether to fund the 
project. 

“I think by the 
time that process is 
completed close to 
July then we’ll have 
all the information in front 
of the government they 
need to make the right de¬ 
cision,” he said. 

Transportation Minister 
Bill Estabrooks said he 
wants more studies com¬ 
pleted before he brings a 
recommendation to 

provincial cabinet. 

“Sitting around the cabi¬ 
net table, the key thing is 
you’ve got to be able to 
look at (Finance Minister) 
Graham Steele and say this 
is good value for our dol¬ 
lars,” said Estabrooks. 

“I’ve got to make sure I 
have everything in line so I 
can answer those tough 
questions.”

Dartmouth man gets life sentence 


red deer, alta. A former 
Dartmouth hockey star 
has been sentenced to life 
with no parole eligibility 
for 16 years for killing a 
single mother in her cen¬ 
tral Alberta home. 

Brett Jones, 20, pleaded 
guilty last year to second- 
degree murder in the 
death of 23-year-old Tea- 
gan Klein.

Judge spares 
dog Brindi 

Conditions set for owner, pet 


A woman in Nova Scotia 
who exhausted her 
savings and put her career 
on hold to save her mixed- 
breed dog from being put 
down by city officials 
claimed victory Friday 
when a judge spared her 
pup’s life. 

Francesca Rogier 
hugged friends and 
supporters outside 
the Dartmouth court¬ 
room after a provin¬ 
cial court judge gave 
a reprieve to Brindi, a 
mutt HRM deemed 
dangerous and want¬ 
ed put down. 

Rogier said she was 
relieved to finally end her 
two-year legal fight and ex¬ 
cited at the prospect of be¬ 
ing reunited with her sev¬ 
en-year-old adopted dog. 

“I’m very glad she’s go¬ 
ing to be spared,” Rogier 
said outside court. 

“I didn’t feel it was rea¬ 
sonable to call for her to be 
killed in the first place and 
I’m looking forward to fi¬ 
nally having her back.” 



But it’s not clear when 
Brindi and Rogier will be 
reunited. 

Justice Alanna Murphy 
imposed a number of con¬ 
ditions before Brindi can 
be released from a city 
pound, where she’s been 
held since 2008 when she 
rushed off Rogier’s 
property and at¬ 
tacked a leashed 
dog. 

Murphy said both 
dog and owner must 
take training cours¬ 
es and Rogier must 
ensure there is a se¬ 
cure enclosure for 
the animal at her 
home in East Chezzetcoolc. 

Brindi must also be muz¬ 
zled whenever she is out¬ 
side of the home and be 
added to a dangerous dog 
registry. 

A spokeswoman for HRM 
said the city pursued the 
costly and lengthy legal 
fight in the interest of en¬ 
suring public safety, but 
added that they won’t ap¬ 
peal it.

Lest they forget the fallen 

Young adults underrepresented at Battle of the Atlantic ceremony

As Marie Cromar and her 
family walked through 
Point Pleasant Park yester¬ 
day towards the Battle of 
the Atlantic memorial, 
they were stopped by a 
youth asking them what 
was going on. 

“He didn’t have a clue. So 
we told him a little bit 
about it and he was getting 
Vimy Ridge mixed up with 
it,” said Cromar. 

“We’re not teaching our 
younger people Canadian 
history, maybe. This is all 
part of being Canadian.” 

The annual ceremony —

this year celebrating the 
65th anniversary of the end 
of the near six-year-long 
Second World War naval of¬ 
fensive — was not short on 
participants. Hundreds of 
people gathered at the 
Point Pleasant Park naval 
monument, ranging from 
veterans to small children. 

It was those in between, 


the people in their teens 
and 20s, that a quick scan 
of the crowd revealed were 
underrepresented. 

Michael Hatton, 23, is a 
self-described military brat 
who makes a point of head¬ 
ing to ceremonies such as 
Remembrance Day. But he 
doesn’t see many others of 
his age group doing the 
same. 

“I just think it’s some¬ 
thing every Canadian 
ought to do more often 
than they do,” he said. 

“I think most Canadians 
are very out of touch with 
their history, particularly 
military history. I don’t 
think people give a just 
amount of credit to what 


people have done in the 
past to make this country 
what it is today.” 

Over 2,000 Canadian 
navy crew and 900 RCAF 
and army personnel died 
during the Battle of the At¬ 
lantic. In the process they 
made nearly 26,000 safe 
crossings, delivering over 
181 million tonnes of sup¬ 
plies to Great Britain. 

Not everyone is growing 
up ignorant of this story. 
Anthony Bissonnette asked 
his 10-year-old daughter 
how many Canadian war¬ 
ships were lost in the Battle 
of the Atlantic. 

“Twenty-four” she cor¬ 
rectly replied. 

“That’s a start,” he said.

The executive curl, 
which disappeared in the 
’60s, will make a come¬ 
back to the uniform. As 
well, a badge recognizing 
long stints at sea will be 
introduced. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay unveiled the new 
additions at a press confer¬ 
ence in Halifax yesterday. 

He said the curl — a gold 
loop at the top of a naval 
officer’s gold bars — dated 
back to the Crimean War 
but disappeared after the 
forces unified in 1968. 

“ft will distinguish the 
more than 5,000 naval offi¬ 
cers in the regular and re¬ 


serve forces,” MacKay said. 

George Aucoin, a retired 
chief petty officer, will 
promptly tell you he spent 
43 years and seven months 


in a navy uniform. 

“It’s showing that we 
have a navy and this is 
specifically navy,” he said, 
thrilled with curl’s return. 


“We have people today 
in the lower ranks that are 
wearing army badges on 
their sleeves and that 
shouldn’t be.” 

> The Sea Service Badge is 
| something new: Any 
sailor, soldier or air per¬ 
sonnel who spends at least 
365 days a year at sea dur¬ 
ing their career will earn 
one. 

Rear-Admiral Paul Mad- 
dison, commander Mar¬ 
itime Forces Atlantic, said 
the recognition on the day 
the navy commemorated 
the Battle of the Atlantic 
was especially poignant. 

“ft means a great deal to 
us,” he said. 

The 100th anniversary 
of the Canadian navy is to¬ 
morrow but events are 
scheduled all year to cele¬ 
brate, including a visit 
from the Queen. 


Much-needed shelters 
close doors for summer 


homeless As four winter 
shelters close for the sea¬ 
son, their occupancy num¬ 
bers show how badly they 
were needed. 

Out in the Cold volun¬ 
teer-run shelters in Hali¬ 
fax, Truro, Bridgewater 
and Kentville were shut 
down for the summer be¬ 
cause of a lack of funding. 

“There is nowhere for a 
homeless person to go in 
Truro now that Out in the 
Cold is closed,” said Mary 
Jane Jeffery in a statement. 

The Halifax shelter was 
at capacity (15 people a 


night) 43 per cent of the 
time. It operated out of 
Saint Matthew’s United 
Church between Novem¬ 
ber and April, and almost 
30 per cent of the occu¬ 
pants were between 16 
and 24 years old. 

“While there were on¬ 
site services to help people 
find housing, it became ap¬ 
parent that enough safe, 
appropriate and affordable 
housing did not exist,” said 
Jamie Lee Bee, an outreach 
worker with Halifax Hous¬ 
ing Help.

Media blackout 

Publication ban will fuel rumours: Critics 


A sweeping court-ordered 
publication ban that pre¬ 
vents anyone from report¬ 
ing on a high-profile court 
case into the slaying of an 
eight-year-old girl has 
raised some hackles across 
the country. 

With front-page editori¬ 
als lambasting the tempo- 
raiy ban as one that goes 
too far, experts in media 
law agree the extent of the 
ban on the Victoria 
Stafford case is unusual 
and one that will simply 
fuel rampant speculation. 

“It’s unusual in its scope 
and how broad it is, and 
how much it covers,” said 
Iain MacKinnon, a lawyer 
acting on behalf of several 
media organizations cover¬ 
ing the case. 

“Gagged” yells a bold 
headline on the front page 
of Saturday’s Toronto Star. 
“This ban goes too far” ar¬ 
gues an editorial in the 
Globe and Mail. 

Stafford disappeared in 
April last year, after leav¬ 
ing her school in Wood- 
stock, Ont. Her remains 
were found three months 
later, some 100 kilometres 
away in a field north of 



Victoria Stafford, 8, was found 
dead last year. A publication 
ban on the case of those 
charged in her death has 
raised ire among some. 

Guelph. 

One of the suspects 
charged in her death, 19- 
year-old Terri-Lynne Mc- 
Clintic, was scheduled to 
appear in court Friday fac¬ 
ing a first-degree murder 
charge. A blanket publica¬ 
tion ban issued by Justice 
Dougald McDermid pre¬ 
vents all media from say¬ 
ing anything else. The de¬ 
cision has sparked some 
fierce criticism. 


One Star editorial points 
out that open courts give 
the public confidence that 
justice is being done. A 
second front-page editorial 
goes further with blacked 
out sections indicating 
where details of what tran¬ 
spired Friday would have 
been written. 

The affront to traditional 
media sensibilities is clear, 
MacKinnon said. 

“I think the media is 
right to feel outraged,” 
said the lawyer, who plans 
to argue against the ban at 
a later date. “It’s quite frus¬ 
trating and discouraging.” 

The reason for the ban 
being imposed, is also off 
limits. MacKinnon said the 
ban was issued so any in¬ 
formation from Friday’s 
court proceedings would 
not undermine the case in 
the future. 

“Since we have no idea 
whatsoever what this pub¬ 
lication ban is all about 
and what it seeks to pro¬ 
tect, it may lead to all 
kinds of speculation,” said 
Klaus Pohle, who teaches 
media law at Carleton Uni¬ 
versity in Ottawa.

Snowbirds to get 
first female boss 


flying The first female boss 
of the renowned Snow¬ 
birds aerobatic team walks 
toward her CT-114 Tutor 
jet and laughingly glances 
at the rudder to make it 
hasn’t been painted pink. 

There have been rumours 
it might happen, jokes Lt.- 
Col. Maiyse Carmichael. 

But the rudder isn’t pink. 
The only thing that distin¬ 
guishes this jet from a 
dozen or so others lined up 
on the tarmac are the black 
letters on the tail, “CO,” for 
commanding officer. 

Carmichael will break a 
sky-high glass ceiling 
Thursday by officially tak¬ 
ing command of the 
Snowbirds, becoming the 
first woman to lead the 
squadron in its 40-year 
history. 

“It took a little bit of 
time for women to become 
pilots (because) it’s one of 
the non-traditional roles, 
she told The Canadian 
Press in an interview at the 
base in Moose Jaw, Sask. 

“Then to gain the experi¬ 
ence required to be in 
command of a squadron 
takes ... many years.” 

Carmichael is modest 
about taking on the 
ground-breaking role. She 
notes that while it’s a first 
for the Snowbirds, women 
have already led other 
squadrons in the Canadian 
Forces. 


The one and only 

In addition to becoming the 
squadron's first female 
commander, Carmichael is 
the only woman, to date, to 
ever pilot a Snowbird. 

“I don’t want to down¬ 
play it, it is a fact,” she said 
of being the first. “But real¬ 
ly, for me this posting is 
about the squadron. 

“I was on the team a few 
years ago and I was the first 
woman to fly with the 
Snowbirds and that was re¬ 
ally different. 

“But now this posting is 
really about commanding 
this squadron and com¬ 
manding the men and 
women that really repre¬ 
sent the Canadian Forces 
across Canada.” 

The native of Quebec 
City, who is in her late 30s, 
has spent a long time with 
the military. 

She started out as an air 
cadet at the age of 
13 and joined the 
militaiy full 

time six years 
later. She’s 
been a flying in¬ 
structor, has 

flown with 434 
Combat Support 
Squadron in Greenwood, 
N.S., and transported VIPs 
in Ottawa.

Nine of those accidents 
were fatal. 

Suicide researchers at 
the Universite de Quebec a 
Montreal are asking for 
stories like Mann’s as they 
study the issue of suicide- 
by-rail, a phenomenon too 
horrible to comprehend 
for most people, but 
known too well by anyone 
who spends their career 
on Canada’s 48,000 
kilometres of rail. 

The letter to workers 
from researchers said “this 
project’s overall goal is to 
provide a better 
understanding of rail-relat¬ 
ed accidents and suicides, 
as well as their impact.” 

Transport Canada is 
funding the study in co-op¬ 
eration with Canada’s rail¬ 
ways, the Teamsters’s rail 
division and Operation 
Lifesaver. A September 
2007 Transport Canada re¬ 
port said one of the top 
reasons for railway 
trespassing fatalities was

Kandahar memorial 
to include Americans 


It is a sign of unwavering 
respect, but also a sign of 
the times, and perhaps a 
sign of things to come. 

The Canadian memorial 
to soldiers at Kandahar 
Airfield is about to under¬ 
go a major expansion, 
adding two wings to the 
existing structure to ac¬ 
commodate American sol¬ 
diers who’ve been killed 
serving under Canadian 
command. 

The white marble and 
black granite cenotaph 
has grown steadily over 
the years. It started in 
2006 as a simple boulder 
where plaques of fallen 
soldiers were hung.

Tests prove hunter shot offspring 
of hybrid polar-grizzly bear 


animal Researchers in the 
Northwest Territories say 
they may have found the 
first recorded case of a sec¬ 
ond-generation hybrid po¬ 
lar-grizzly bear in the wild, 
but an expert says it’s not 
clear what the significance 
may be. 

Government officials in 
the Northwest Territories 
said a hunter, David Kup- 
tana, shot an unusual-loolc- 
ing bear during a hunting 
trip April 8 near Banks Is¬ 
land, in the Inuvilc region. 

He provided federal sci¬ 


entists with samples to see 
what type of bear it was. 

Officials with the territo¬ 
rial government said those 
tests showed the dead bear 
was a hybrid — the off¬ 
spring of a female hybrid 
polar-grizzly mix who had 
mated with a male grizzly. 
Scientists confirmed this by 
comparing the dead bear’s 
DNA with that of local po¬ 
lar bear and grizzly popula¬ 
tions, and that of a male po¬ 
lar-grizzly hybrid, which 
was shot on Banks Island in

Pakistani Taliban claim credit 
for failed NYC bomb attempt

The Pakistani Taliban 
claimed responsibility in a 
video released yesterday 
for the attempted car 
bomb attack in Times 
Square in New York City. 

In the one minute, 11 
second video allegedly re¬ 
leased by the Pakistani Tal¬ 
iban, the group says the at¬ 
tack is revenge for the 
death of its leader, Baitul- 
lah Mehsud, and the re¬ 
cent slayings of the top 
leaders of al-Qaida in Iraq 
— Abu Omar al-Baghdadi 
and Abu Ayyub al-Masri — 
who were killed by U.S. 
and Iraqi troops last 
month north of Baghdad. 

An unidentified speaker 
on the tape, uncovered by 
the U.S-based SITE moni¬ 
toring group, also says the 
attack comes in response 
to American “interference 
and terrorism in Muslim 


countries, especially in 
Pakistan.” 

The claim could not be 
immediately confirmed. 
The tape makes no specific 


reference to the attack. A 
text in gold letters at the 
start of the video congratu¬ 
lates Muslims for the “jaw- 
brealcing blow to Satan’s 


USA.” New York City’s po¬ 
lice commissioner said 
there’s no evidence of a 
Taliban link to the failed

“BP is responsible for this 
leak. BP will be paying the 
bill,” Obama said after a 
Coast Guard briefing in 
Venice, La. He stood before 
cameras in a heavy rain, 
water dripping from his

Arizona’s largest newspa¬ 
per criticized U.S. Sens.

“The federal government 
is abdicating its duty on 
the border. Arizona politi¬ 
cians are pandering to pub¬ 
lic fear,” the Arizona Re¬ 
public said in an editorial. 

“The result is a state law 
that intimidates Latinos 
while doing nothing to 


curb illegal immigration.” 

The editorial appeared 
one day after thousands 
marched against the law in 
Phoenix and Tucson, while 
May Day demonstrators in 
Chicago, New York, San 
Francisco and other U.S. 
cities also criticized the 
measure. In Los Angeles, 
about 50,000 demonstra¬ 
tors took to the streets. 

McCain was once a 
champion of immigration 
reform, but has abandoned 
his principles while he 
fights off a Republican pri- 
maiy challenge this year 
from former U.S. Rep.

Men’s brains stop working 
after talking to attractive 
female colleagues, accord¬ 
ing to a new study. 

In an experiment at the 
Dutch University of 
Radboud, students took 
part in a series of tests that 
were interrupted midway 
by a conversation with a 
person of the same or op¬ 
posite sex. When the test 
continued the men’s per¬ 
formance had deteriorated 
notably if they had been 
talking to a woman. And 
the results got markedly 
worse if they had found 
the woman attractive. 

For the women in the 
study there was no differ¬ 
ence in performance 
whether they were speak¬ 
ing to either sex. The 
difference is thought to be 
that when men talk to 
beautiful women they are 
so preoccupied with think¬ 
ing about what they are 
saying, what they look like 
and how they are 
perceived that some brain 
functions are shut down.

Consumer toll grows 


The introduction of the 
harmonized sales tax in 
two of Canada’s largest 
provinces and a wave of 
other new expenses could 
take a toll just as Canadi¬ 
ans begin to feel confident 
about opening their wal¬ 
lets again, experts say. 

Shoppers in British Co¬ 
lumbia and Ontario start 
paying the HST on Saturday 
on a number of services — 
including theatre packages, 
airplane tickets and gym 
memberships — that will 
continue to be delivered af¬ 
ter July 1, the day the HST 
will start to be broadly ap¬ 
plied in both provinces. 

The tax, which combines 
the five per cent federal 
goods and services tax with 
the provincial sales tax, has

met with opposition from 
those who fear it will drive 
up the cost services that 
were previously exempt 
from provincial sales tax.

The rising costs come as

Last July, U.S. President 
Barack Obama launched a 
Cash for Clunkers program 
designed to get old, 
polluting vehicle off 
American roads. 

Response was so over¬ 
whelming, the operation 
was shut down less than 
two months later when it 
simply ran out of money. 

What is less well-known 
is that Canada already had 
a similar plan in place. 
Launched in February 
2009, Retire Your Ride has 
already exceeded its goal 
of 50,000 cars, nationally. 
It still has plenty of re¬ 
sources, and will continue 
until the end of next 
March. 

“This is Canada’s nation¬ 
al vehicle scrappage pro¬ 
gram,” national director 
Carla Kearns says. “It’s 
about working with Cana¬ 
dians to encourage them 
to responsibly retire their 
older vehicles.” 

If your car is from the 
1995 model year or older, 
you can apply to enter the 
program. If accepted, your 
car will be responsibly re¬ 
cycled, and you can receive 


a $300 payment, or choose 
from a series of environ¬ 
mentally friendly incen¬ 
tives. 

“Cash works for a lot of 
people, but we have a lot 
of other incentives across 
the country that actually 
have a higher value than 
the cash alone,” Kearns ex¬ 
plains. “Many municipali¬ 
ties offer transit passes for 
six months, a year or even 
15 months. Or, it could be 
something like a member¬ 
ship in a car-sharing pro¬ 
gram. We also have a 
number of automobile 
partners who can offer a 
rebate off the purchase of 


a new car.” 

The program is also 
available in French, under 
the wonderful name Adieu 
Bazou. 

“One of the things we’re 
looking to do is reduce 
smog in the air.” Kearns 
notes. 

“So we want to make 
sure that these cars are ac¬ 
tually running.

Nice guys finish last? Not 
anymore. There’s a 
misconception in the 
world of commerce and 
business that in order to 
be a good manager, peo¬ 
ple must shed affable be¬ 
haviour; become immov¬ 
able, stern and domineer¬ 
ing. 

Yet as Dean Gualco, 20- 
year Human Resources 
manager for the city of Lo¬ 
di, N. J., and author of The 
Good Manager: A Guide for 
the Twenty-First Century 
Manager (iUniverse) notes, 
those characteristics that 
encapsulate decent indi¬ 
viduals personally are actu¬ 
ally the exact same traits 
executives should em¬ 
brace. 

“The most important at¬ 
tribute that will most like¬ 
ly determine your success 
or failure as a manager is 
the ability to be a good per¬ 
son, one who is incredibly 
kind-hearted, controls 
their most destructive hu¬ 
man emotions, tells the 
truth, does what’s right 
and always looks for the 
good along the road of 
life,” he asserts. “If you 
want employees to be de¬ 
cent and honourable, you 
must be decent and hon¬ 
ourable. It is too often 
missing in a person and a 
manager.” 

Sounds simple, doesn't 


it? Well, it is. As The Good 
Manager illustrates, from 
administrators hoping to 
cast off a heavy-handed im¬ 
age to those avoiding it en¬ 
tirely, in the pursuit of al¬ 
truism, one doesn’t re¬ 
quire decades of experi¬ 
ence and a degree in orga¬ 
nizational management. 

Instead, respected lead¬ 
ers need only focus on six 
basic principles common 
to the most effective man¬ 
agers: Like what you do, be 
knowledgeable about your 
job/industry, possess solid 
organizational abilities. 


work hard, make work fun 
and, most importantly, be 
a good person. 

When coupled with a 
genuine interest in employ¬ 
ees, Gualco believes his 
process benefits not only 
current and future man¬ 
agers but also staff who 
seek a better understand¬ 
ing/appreciation for their 
directors. As a bonus, he 
notes that the merits of 
strong leadership tactics al¬ 
so extend into one’s person¬ 
al life. 

“(These fundamentals) 
motivate people along the 


intellectual and moral 
spectrum from self-interest 
to human interest, negativ¬ 
ity to positivity, darkness to 
enlightenment, hate to 
friendship and from evil to 
good,” he declares. 

However, Gualco’s vision 
holds up well, yet scholastic 
analysis prompts a strong 
caveat from Lisa Guglielmi, 
MEd, CHRP Professor for 
Seneca College’s Centre for 
Human Resources and Co¬ 
ordinator of their Human 
Resources Strategy And 
Technology Degree.

Both teachers, genetics 
aid in student reading 


education Genetics play 
the biggest role in deter¬ 
mining how fast a child 
learns to read, but a good 
teacher can make a meas¬ 
urable difference as well, 
according to a study re¬ 
leased recently. 

Florida State University 
used twins assigned to dif¬ 
ferent classrooms to devel¬ 
op the conclusions. 

Researchers studied 
more than 550 first- and 
second-grade classrooms 
with at least one identical 
twin and more than 1,000 
classes with at least one 
fraternal twin. 

Among the identical 


twins, 42 pairs out of 280 
pairs showed significant 
differences in reading im¬ 
provement during the year 
studied, Taylor said. In 
each case, the teachers al¬ 
so had significantly differ¬ 
ent quality scores. Twins 
with similarly good teach¬ 
ers got similar scores. 

“If you have identical 
twins, they should do very 
similarly in school,” Taylor 
noted. 

The study published in 
the magazine Science was 
paid for by the National In¬ 
stitute of Child Health and 
Human Development.

Canadian youth are among the 
best debaters and public speak¬ 
ers in the world. It’s a resolution 
that even they would be hard- 
pressed to argue against. 

The point has been proven 
time and again in the past 23 
years as high school students 
from across the country distin¬ 
guish themselves through their 
oratory in international competi¬ 
tions. 

The latest proof came last week 
in Lithuania, where Canadians 
claimed the top three rankings in 
the World Individual Debate and 
Public Speaking Championships. 
Two other Canadians also man¬ 
aged to finish in the top 10 of the 
100-member field. 

Canada’s collective achieve¬ 
ments came as no surprise to vet¬ 
erans of the public speaking cir¬ 
cuit, but newly crowned champi¬ 
on Zeenia Framroze of Toronto 
was shocked by her individual 
success. 

The 16-year-old student at 
Branlcsome Hall has only spent 
two years as an active participant 
in competitive speaking. 

Framroze credits strong coach¬ 
ing and preparation for her win, 
along with the nervous energy 
that tends to take over before 
each performance. One less con¬ 
ventional aid also proved empow¬ 
ering during the debate portion 
of the competition, an area in 
which she said she tends to lack 
confidence. 

“The No. 1 thing that helped is 
that I wore glasses,” she said with 
a laugh during a telephone inter¬ 
view. “It actually makes me feel 
more intelligent.” 

At the recent world individuals 
successful participants must de¬ 
liver an 11-minute prepared 
speech to excel in the “persua¬ 
sive” category, showcase their 
ability to deliver off-the-cuff re¬ 
marks in “impromptu speaking,” 
sway judges with their argumen¬ 
tative powers in the “debate” 
component and tap into their dra¬ 
matic skills to deliver a stirring 
“interpretive reading.” 

Framroze claimed the overall 
championship by being among 
the top participants in all four 
categories. 

Versatility also proved an asset 
for second-place finisher Adam 
Kovacs-Litman of Toronto. 

The 18-year-old, though well- 
versed in debate, was new to pub¬ 
lic speaking and was a first-time 
competitor at the World Individu¬ 
als. 

He went on to place third in the 
debate and persuasive speaking 
categories and took top honours 
in interpretive reading, a disci¬ 
pline he said he never used to re¬ 
spect. 

“I figured anyone can read a

book, but it’s more than that,” he 
said. “It’s more dramatic than 
just reading. You get graded on 
how you change your voice, your 
hand gestures and facial expres¬ 
sions. It’s more acting than any¬ 
thing else.” 

Competitive public speaking al¬ 
lows a great deal of latitude for in¬ 
dividual styles and preferences. 

Kovacs-Litman, for instance, 
prefers to add humour to his 
speeches to keep the tone from 
becoming too serious. He has no 
formal coaching and does not ag¬ 
onize too much about prepara¬ 
tion.

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Fuse gold and 
silver: Best of

N o need to call the fire 
department, but John 
Carnes is running a 
homemade kiln at 
1,500 degrees in the 
spare room in his Toronto apart¬ 
ment. 

The kiln is tiny and Carnes, 45, 
keeps a fire extinguisher nearby. 
He’s never had to use it. 

He’s using it to create jewelry 
in an ancient technique called 
mokume gane, which means 
“wood-grain metal.” Few in 
Canada use this technique, 
which was invented in 17th cen¬ 
tury Japan. 

Carnes was born in Los Ange¬ 
les, and grew up in Hawaii. He 
liked to paint and draw, but gave 
up art as a teen to focus on play¬ 
ing bass. Back in California after 
high school, he became a full¬ 
time musician. 

That craft took him to New 
York in 1993 where he played 
jazz, big band, reggae and funk. 
But he tired of the lifestyle and 
decided to explore art again. 

Living in Woodstock, N.Y., at 
the time, he set up a studio in 
his attic and began taking cours¬ 
es in jewelry making. 

Eight years later, he heard 
about mokume gane. He was 
teaching jewelry making and his 
students encouraged him to fig¬ 
ure it out — they wanted to 
learn too. 

On his own, using copper, sil¬ 
ver and inexpensive Japanese al¬ 
loys called shalcudo and 
shibuichi, he taught himself. 
Since his jewelry style was mini¬ 
mal, the wood-grain look of the 
style suited his work, and set 
him apart. “I realized what a 
nice little niche this was.” 

In 2005, Carnes and his wife at 
the time moved to Toronto. He 
began doing his jewelry full time 
— along with some music on the 
side. 

The process begins with sheets 
of metal — he uses the Japanese 
metals, silver and red, white and 
yellow gold — cut into small rec¬ 
tangles. Carnes clamps the 
sheets together, heats up his 
kiln with a jeweller’s torch, and 
puts them inside. They get very 
hot, and just before the melting 
stage their molecules move 
around a lot. The metals fuse 
and the colours blend. 

The temperature has to be just 
right. “They all have different

melting points. It’s difficult, and 
I’m doing this all visually.” 

Carnes then starts twisting 
and drilling into the block to 
create patterns with the fused 
colours. When that’s done, he 
uses his traditional jewelry mak¬ 
ing equipment to roll out the 
metals, file and form the piece 
of jewelry. 

Carnes does mainly custom or¬ 
dered rings and sells them 
through his web site and high- 
end stores across Canada. “There 
are not many others doing this 
work. You have to get good 
enough to not worry about melt¬ 
ing a thousand dollars worth of 
metal in your lap.”

Involve kids for camp success

For most, the arrival of 
spring stirs up excitement 
about rising temperatures 
but for others (read: 
Parents) it is a scary 
reminder that kids will 
soon be out of school with 
idle hands and minds. 

Calgary-based Creative 
Kids director Anna Dunne 
said some parents call her 
about summer camps in 
December but that’s not 
exactly necessary. 

She explained 
most toddler day 
camps fill up 
faster than the 
week-long 
camps for six- 
to 10-year 
olds. This is be¬ 
cause only 12, 
three to five year- 
olds are accepted for 
each day camp. 

Another good reason not 
to wait too long to register, 
explained Dunne, is that 
camps are great ways to 
break up the routine for 
kids and parents in the 
summer. 

Ryan Turner of Mad Sci¬ 
ence of the Maritimes in 
Halifax said camps allow 
kids to meet and become 
friends with others they 
wouldn’t have met other¬ 
wise. 

“Our camps allow kids to 
make the connection be¬ 
tween learning and fun at 
an early age,” he explained 
in an email, adding that 
kids come to his camp 
from all over the city and 


province for the love of sci¬ 
ence. 

“Our camp is all about 
sparking and encouraging 
curiosity,” said Turner. 

Picking the right camp 
for your child may be a 
challenge as there so many 
out there — science, music, 
sports and so on. 

“It’s important to find 
your child’s passion area 
and then follow through 
and that will make their 
summer camp experience 
more exciting,” Dunne 
said. 

“A camp should be 
like a treat or 
something spe¬

What to do 
about the shy or 
nervous little ones? 

“This happens every year 
and every year the child is 
fine by the end of the first 
day,” said Turner.

Dunne said by school- 
age, most kids are familiar 
and comfortable with Mom 
or Dad leaving them for 
the day. It’s toddlers who 
haven’t all grasped the con¬ 
cept their parents will defi¬ 
nitely return to pick them 
up at day’s end. She said 
some parents start young 
kids with half days to work 
up to full-day camps.

Summer sailing lessons 
give kids a chance to expe¬ 
rience first-hand the ocean 
that surrounds Nova Sco¬ 
tia, from day camps to sev¬ 
en-night odysseys. 

Phoebe Owen is the en¬ 
rolment coordinator at the 
Nova Scotia Sea School, 
where students aged 14 to 
18 can go on five- or seven- 
day overnight, island-hop¬ 
ing expeditions. No experi¬ 
ence is required and the 
Halifax-based school pro¬ 
vides eveiything, except 
warm clothes. 

Kids who have sailed be¬ 
fore can tackle new 
challenges while 
landlubbers get i 
to grips with i 
boating ba¬ 
sics along the I 
south shore. I 

Owen says 
kids learn 1 
hard skills such 
as how to sail, 
how to navigate with 
a map and compass and 
how to read the weather, 
but they can also work on 
soft skills such as teamwork 
and leadership. 

“You don’t need sailing 
experience, but you do need 
a sense of adventure and a 
willingness to spend some 
time outdoors,” she says. 

The traditionally rigged, 
30-foot boats have up to 13 
people on board, including 
two instructors and an in- 
structor-in-training. 

The kids sleep on deck 
and there is no engine for 
when the wind fails, only 
eight sturdy oars. 

After the Nova Scotia- 
based sailing school Concor¬ 
dia sank off the coast of 
Brazil in Februaiy, some 
parents and kids might 


have concerns, but Owens 
says Sea School’s vessels 
don’t stray far from shore 
and are fully equipped with 
safety equipment. 

Kathy Edwards, a sailing 
instructor with the Shear¬ 
water Yacht Club, says that 
like the kids she teaches, 
she loves it. 

“There is nothing more 
satisfying than trimming 
the sails just right and feel¬ 
ing the power of the boat 
beneath you and knowing 
it’s all under your control,” 
she says. SYC has week-long 
day camps for kids as young 


as six or multi-day journeys 
for teens. 

“Younger kids are taught 
through games and fun and 
mentored with the older 
kids. Eveiyone has a sense 
of accomplishment,” she 
says.

For children between five 
and 12 interested in jour¬ 
nalism, there is a day 
camp at Pier 21 this sum¬ 
mer that might just be the 
perfect fit for them. 

“This year, we wanted to 
look at different countries 
around the world through 
the eyes of the media and 
how culture is represented 
through that,” says Pier 21’s 
education manager, Elisa¬ 
beth Tower. 

The name of the camp is 
Tuning-In Around the 
World and it’s happening 
from July 19 to July 23. Chil¬ 
dren will have the option of 
attending a full week’s 
worth of programming or 
they can choose to attend 
half-day or full-day sessions.

Teach kids assertiveness

A dream summer camp can 
quickly turn into a 
nightmare for a child who 
falls victim to a bully. The 
intimidation and isolation 
that is bad enough if it hap¬ 
pens at school is magnified 
when the child is away 
from her support network 
of family and friends. 
Experts say how bullying is 
handled can make the dif¬ 
ference between a lost 
summer and a learning ex¬ 
perience. 

Dr. Christopher Thurber 
is a clinical psychologist 
with more than 30 years of 
experience at summer 
camps. He’s appeared on 
the Today Show, the CBS 
Morning News and PBS. 

He shared his philosophy 
on handling bullies from 
his office in Phillips Exeter 
Academy in New Hamp¬ 


shire, where he works as a 
school psychologist. 

The first line of defence is 
how parents prepare kids 
for camp. Educate them to 
be assertive and resist mis¬ 
treatment, he says. That can 
block bullying, as well as 
other unwanted attention 
or abuse. 

“Teach kids to ask the 
person to stop,” he says. 
That also applies if the child 
witnesses someone else be¬ 
ing bullied. 

“Be an upstander, not a 
bystander,” Thurber says. 
“Kids need to be educated 
that such behaviour is 
much less likely to continue 
if they step in on behalf of 
their friends.” 

Instruct children to tell a 
counsellor so the bullying 
can be nipped in the bud. 
Kids may worry about being 
labelled a tattletale, so they 
need to know when it’s ap¬ 
propriate to seek adult help. 

Parents should talk to the 


camp director to ask how 
they have dealt with past in¬ 
cidents of bullying. 

“A lot of parents think 
they want to hear the camp 
director say, ‘We have a ze¬ 
ro-tolerance policy.’ But re¬ 
search suggests that those 
(policies) are not helpful,” 
he says. 

“The problem with the 
zero-tolerance policy is that 
it doesn’t teach anybody — 
the bully or the target or 
the onlookers — how to re¬ 
spond the next time. In al¬ 
most all cases, (bullying) is a 
misguided attempt at social 
connection.” 

If the bullying is violent, 
say involving a weapon, 
then zero tolerance should 
apply, Thurber says, but 
otherwise the camp should 
help the bully learn to seek 
those connections in 
healthier ways and teach 
the victim and witnesses 
how to stand up and stop 
bullying.

tips for picking 
summer backpacks 


Summer is upon us again, 
but that doesn’t mean chil¬ 
dren put down their back¬ 
packs when school lets out. 

Often summer activities 
like camping, hiking, swim¬ 
ming and biking require 
kids to cany even more on 
their backs — and for 
longer. Making sure your 
child is carrying a backpack 
that is still in good condition 
and the right size is impor¬ 
tant to making sure the 
summer is full of fun, not 
back and neck pain. 

If it’s time to replace that 
backpack, the Alberta Col¬ 
lege and Association of Chi¬ 
ropractors (ACAC) offers 
these tips for choosing, 
packing and carrying a back¬ 
pack. 

I Piclc a backpack that 
doesn’t extend higher 
than the top of the shoulder 
and make sure the bottom 
doesn’t fall below the top of 
the hipbone. 

2 Select a backpack made 
of lightweight material. 

3 Shoulder straps should 
be at least two inches 
wide, adjustable and 


Make sure your child’s backpack is in good working order. 


padded. If the straps are too 
narrow or unpadded, they 
could dig into the shoulders 
and muscles, putting strain 
on the nerves. 

4 For added protection and 
comfort, pick a backpack 
with a padded back. 

5 Make sure the backpack 
you pick has a hip 
strap/waist belt to help redis¬ 
tribute the weight off the 
shoulders and spine, and on¬ 
to the pelvis. 

6 Choose a backpack that 
has several individual 
pockets instead of one large 


compartment to distribute 
the weight evenly and keep 
contents from shifting. 

7 Pack your child’s back¬ 
pack so the heaviest 
items are closest to the body. 

8 Keep the weight in the 
backpack below 10 per 
cent of the child’s body 
weight. 

9 When carrying a back¬ 
pack, make sure both 
straps are worn. Slinging a 
backpack on one shoulder 
puts a significant strain on 
the body and spine.

Not just a pretty face 

Molly Ringwald shares candid personal stories in new book

For many, Molly Ringwald 
will always be 16, immor¬ 
talized at that tender age 
by her endearing roles in 
the classic ’80s teen flicks 
Sixteen Candles, Pretty in 
Pink and The Breakfast 
Club. 

But today, the former 
teen queen is a happily 
married 42-year-old mother 
of three (a seven-year-old 
and nine-month-old twins), 
who has enjoyed a 
charmed life. 

In her new book, Getting 
the Pretty Back: Friendship, 
Family, and finding the Per¬ 
fect Lipstick, the actress 
shares candid stories from 


her personal life, lessons 
she’s learned over the 
years, and doles out advice 
on everything from dating 
to dressing. 

Part autobiography, part 
chick lit, part lifestyle 
guide, the book evolved 
from what Ringwald says 
was self-reflection as she 
neared a milestone in her 
own life. 

“I was turning 40, and it’s 
sort of an angst-ridden time 
and I wanted to write a 
book that I wanted to 
read,” explains Ringwald 
over the phone from New 
York where she and her 
husband, writer and editor 
Panio Gianopoulos, live 
part-time when they’re not 
in Los Angeles. 

“I wanted the book to be 


really light and inspira¬ 
tional and uplifting and 
fun and colourful and I just 
wanted to write a book 
about being a woman 
rather than a girl,” she says. 

Divided into nine chap¬ 
ters, Pretty tackles the vari¬ 
ous elements of woman¬ 
hood. 

“There’s a motherhood 
chapter, a friendship chap¬ 
ter, a love chapter, a fitness 
chapter,” explains Ring¬ 
wald. 

Despite finding fame at a 
young age, Ringwald man¬ 
aged to stay away from the 
drug addiction that 
plagued so many of her 
Brat Pack peers. “I just in¬ 
stinctively knew that if I 
went along that path, it 
would lead to no good,” she 


says matter-of-factly. 
“There was just too much 
that I wanted to do in life 
that I thought drugs would 
just slow me down.” 

She left Hollywood in the 
’90s and moved to France, 
where she lived with her 
first husband, French 
writer Valery Lameignere, 
before returning to the U.S. 
and starring in various 
Broadway productions, in¬ 
cluding Cabaret. 

Then came her second 
marriage and motherhood. 
But that hasn’t slowed 
down her professional proj¬ 
ects. In June, Ringwald re¬ 
turns to the TV as Anne 
Juergens in the third sea¬ 
son of ABC’s The Secret Life 
of the American Teenager. 
She’s also in the midst of 


finishing up a jazz album 
and plans to write a second 
book — she hasn’t yet de¬ 
cided what it’s going to be 
about. 

If anything, Pretty serves 
to remind us that Molly 
Ringwald’s life didn’t begin 
and end in a teen movie. 


“In the end, I’d like to be 
remembered as a good per¬ 
son, as a good friend, as a 
good mother,” says Ring¬ 
wald. “There’s the acting, 
the writing, the singing 
and all that, but that’s not 
the most important thing 
for me.”

Nothing's sacred for Family Guy creator

Family Guy creator Seth 
MacFarlane says no topic 
— including the Prophet 
Muhammad — should be 
off-limits for a comedy 
show. As long as it’s a fun¬ 
ny joke. 

“No one is a bigger critic 
of organized religion than I 
am,” says MacFarlane in 
reaction to the recent ter¬ 
rorist death threat leveled 
against the cartoon South 
Park over its spoofing of 
Muhammad. 

Broadcaster Comedy Cen¬ 
tral eventually censored 
the episode without 
the cooperation of 
South Park creators 
Trey Parker and 
Matt Stone. 

“It’s tricky. You pick 
your battles,” says Mac¬ 
Farlane. “You have to judge 
how real the threat is against 
how funny the joke is. How 
much do I care about the 
joke?” 

MacFarlane—whose Sun-

day cartoon empire also 
includes American Dad and 
The Cleveland Show— says 
potentially controversial 
jokes on Family Guy go 
through “internal discus¬ 
sions” before they air. 
“It depends on 
what the joke is 
about. Immediacy 
has a lot to do with 
it. A recent shooting 
or plane crash, we try 
to stay away from.” 

In one instance, a joke 
about Scientology was 
dropped, while a bit about 
Terri Schiavo — the U.S. 
woman at the centre of a 
right to die debate several

years ago — was used. 

“The issue had received an 
enormous amount of atten¬ 
tion. It was our duty as a 
comedy show to comment 
on it in some way,” he says. 

MacFarlane — whose 
recent $100 million US deal 
with Fox has made him the 
top paid writer/producer in 
TV history—says the much- 
talked-about Family Guy 
movie is still in its “early 
stages.” 

As for future one has to 
ask — is there a fourth ani¬ 
mated series currently kick¬ 
ing around MacFarlane’s 
brain? 

“No immediate plans. Just 
devolving into a miserable, 
alcohol-induced deteriora¬ 
tion,” he laughs. “I have a 
hefty workload with the 
three shows I have.”
